BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 


JAMES H. ROUNDS 
UNITED STATES ARMY - ARMY SERIAL# 4116108 
63RD PIONEER INFANTRY 


BORN:DECEMBER 25, 1894, in Snow Hill, Maryland, to the 
late Paul C. and Mary Ginn Rounds. 


Moving to Newark in the winter of 1916, Mr.Rounds was drafted 
by lottery, and turned down because of his height. He was 
recalled in September of 1918 when he was twenty three (23) 
years old. After training at Camp Dix, he was assigned 

the duties of guarding the seaports of New Jersey, and New 
York. Scheduled to go to Europe in November, he had received 
his Overseas Uniform when The Armistice came. After being 
discharged on December 18, 1918, he remained attached to the 
army as a civilian until December 1920. 


Returning to Newark, Mr. Rounds worked for the Pennsylvania 
Rail Road as a mechanic until the Stock Market Crash of 
1929. Mr. Rounds did odd jobs and went to school at night. 
After going to work for General Electric on 18TH Avenue 

in Newark, Mr Rounds received his BLUE SHIELD IN CHARGE 
FIREMANS LICENSE. Rising to Engineer in Charge, he worked 
there until he retired. 


During his many years in Newark, Mr. Rounds was a member 
of a number of organizations;

The 90TH Barracks "WW I " Veterans 


Comrade Rounds joined Post # 152 in November of 1939. Having 
served as Senior Vice Commander in the Forties, he has been 
a member in good standing ever since. ( Paid up for Life) 

A member of the Marcus Garvey movement,he led a youth 
marching unit that marched in parades in the area. 


An owner of several pieces of property in Newark, Mr. Rounds 
was cited by former Mayor Hugh J Addonizio for his work with 
The Veterans Day Parade Committee in 1963. 


Mr. Rounds Maternal Grandfather,who was born a slave, ran 
away joined the Union Army in 1863,serving as a Chaplain. 

He reportedly was on hand for the ceremony announcing The 
Emanccipation Proclamation, And shook the hand of Old Abe 
Lincoln himself. 

Comrade Rounds is 99 years young and has resided in Aberdeen 
Township New Jersey, since 1969, at 17 Lower Main St. 


He still gives a salute as snappy as any West Point Cadet.
